AGREE ON COMPROMISE PLAN 


May Forestall 
Partition, Bring 
Palestine Peace

| ZURICH—The Council of the 
| Jewish Agency for Palestine clos- 
ied its fifth biennial session early 
\Sunday morning after compromises 
had brought about harmony on the 
‘two main issues—British proposals 
to partition Palestine and non-Zion- 
ist demands for parity in the 
Agency Executive. 
| A resolution was adopted provid- 
‘ing both for negotiations with 
'Great Britain on establishment of 
|a Jewish State, as demanded by 
\the Zionists, and for parleys with 
the Arabs to seek a peaceful set- 
jtlement in an undivided Palestine, 
‘as urged by the American non- 
| Zionists. 
2 Non-Zionists Added 
The question of composition of 
ithe Agency Executive was settled 
| by increasing the non-Zionist rep- 
resentation from three to five, the 
bonita of Zionists remaining at 
lseven. In addition, six non-Zion- 
lists were elected to the political 
'committee set up bye the Zionist 
|Organization in London, matching 
tthe six members of this committee 
chosen by the Zionist General 
| Council. 

In introducing the political res+ 
olution, Dr. Chaim Weizmann, pres- 
ident of the Agency, paid tribute 
|to the broad-mindedness and co- 
|operativeness of the. non-Zionists, 
/naming particularly Felix M. War- 
burg, Sol Stroock and Max Steuer 
\of New York. He pointed out that 
ithe part of the resolution provid- 
ing for approaching the British 
Government with a request that it 
convene an Arab-Jewish conference 
'was the contribution of the Amer- 
|ican non-Zionists. 

While criticizing the British 
Government and the Palestine ad- 
ministration, Dr. Weizmann said 
that Great Britain, more than any 
‘other power, understood Jewish 
needs and aspirations. “Come. 
what may the Jewish people will 
remain bound to Britain by uns 
breakable ties of gratitude, and 
goodwill,” he said. 

Points In Resolution. 

The Council’s resolution contains 
the following points: j 

1. It expresses agreement with 
the main conclusions of the polit- 
ical resolution adopted by the 
World Zionist Congress. 

2. It rejects the assertion of the 
Royal Commission that the League 
of Nations mandate has proved un- 
workable, condemns the “palliative 
proposals” put forward by the Roy- 
al Commission, including severe 
limitations on Jewish land settle- 
ment and the setting of a political 
high level on Jewish immigration. 

3. It reaffirms the Jews’ readi- 
ness to reach a peaceful settle- 
ment with the Palestine Arabs 
based on the free development of 
both peoples and mutual recogni- 
tion of their respective rights, It 
directs the Executive to persevere 
lin its efforts to this end, and with 
ithis object in view to request the 
| British Government to convene @ 
‘conference of Jews and Arabs to 
\explore the possibilities of making 
‘a peaceful settlement between the. 
‘two peoples in an undivided Pal 
‘estine on the basis of the Balfour

» it seemed to me, was unnecessary, 
for I could not understand how 
anyone would think it possible to 
solemnize Rosh Hashonah or Yom 

Kippur at a summer resort or a va- 

cation hotel. @ 

But it seems now that there was 
reason enough for the stand by the 
Boston Rabbis. Summer resorts 
and hotels are waging a brisk bat- 
tle for the Rosh Hashonah trade, 
urging Jews to spend the holidays 
at their establishments in tempor- 
ory synagogues see up in the din- 
ing room, or some other hall on 
the premises. Itinerant rabbis, the 
advertisements parade, have been 
secured to conduct services. 

Now it is understandable to 
some degree how ‘Passover could 
be observed with some propriety 
at a beach hotel. After all Pass- 
over is not so much of a solemn 
occasion, it is more or less one of 
the joyous festivals. 

But how anyone can beseech the 
Great One to give him a good 
year, can chant the prayer “Ash- 
omnu”, and show true penitence in 
a vacation environment is more 
than even the devil would have 
been able to figure out. 

Of course there is the money 
saved through not having to pur- 
chase seats in a synagogue. And 
then too Rosh Hashonah falls on- 
Labor Day and probably will be 

: unbearably hot. But these are ex- 

' + uses for no one except the re- 

sort owners. 

The low state to which Judaism 
has fallen is no more abundantly 
illustrated than in this trek to ho- 
tels' for the High Holidays. But 
that is not all. 

The day is not far off when some 
enterprising hotel owner will con- 
struct a huge Synagogue-hotel at 
Atlantic City or somewhere in the 
mountains. The combination would 
be unbeatable. The new establish- 
ment would not make it necessary 
for the management to clear away 
the seats (pews) after Kol Nidre 
so that dancing could go on un- 
interrupted. At holiday seasons, 
the regular hotel patrons could hie 
himself off to his Synagogue-Hote] 
and after a cooling swim, dress and 
don his talith for the performance 
of his orerous religious duties, 

Yes, the day is not far off. That 
is if Judaism will last that long.

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The Decline Of The World Zionist Congress 


O BETTER example of the apostasy of the 

World Zionist Congress in its vote in fav- 

or of the British Plan is needed than ‘that 
group’s bitter irritation at the matter-of-fact 
press report that it had approved partition. 

Sixty delegates, afraid of their standing in 
the Jewish world when the full import of their 
cowardice is realized, signed a protest against 
the newspaper report which they termed inac- 
curate because it stated the facts a little more 
baldly than these weak soldiers of the Jewish 
cause would have it be. The protest read: 

“We express our embitterment and surprise 
against the editor of the Kongress Zeitung and 
Palcor for their inaccuracy in-reporting the ma- 
jority resolution of the Congress in a sense in- 
terpreted to mean that the Congress allegedly 
decided in favor of partition when in fact the 
resolution took no attitude on partition and post- 
poned ‘the whole matter for a decision at the next 
Congress. In a matter which is of the greatest 
importance to the fate of the Zionist movement 
the greatest accuracy must be exercised and in- 
correct interpretations avoided.” 

If the World Zionist Congress majority which 
voted to dicker with England on the establish- 
ment of a Jewish State did not thereby vote in 
favor of the partition then Hitler is not a Nazi. 
What was it that offered the creation of a Jew- 
ish State if it was not the recommendations of 
the Royal Commission proposing the partition of 
Palestnite. How can one consider the establish- 
ment of a Jewish State and not consider par- 
tition ? 

The Palcor reporter was right on the job. He 
heard everything the Congress heard. He hon- 
estly reported that partition was favored because 


UT OF the partition fiasco and the attend- 
O ant events has come stalking across” the 

scene like a great and imposing figure a 
man with whose destiny the fate of Israel may be 
tied in a manner not unlike Moses and the wand- 
ering Jews.

Arab and Jew 
must go out of their way ‘to conciliate one an- 
other. They must work hand in hand. These 
are the words of Dr. Magnes. In the past, Dr. 
Magnes declared, neither sought to find a com- 


without trying to save the faces of the voters that 
it exactly what happened. 

It is no wonder that the World Ziomst Con- 
gress is afraid of the repercussions of its vote. 
Why did it not think of this before it went on 
record, as it says, of favoring the establishment 
of a Jewish State. 

But no better proof of the Congress’ regret 
at its vote is néeded than Chaim Weizmann’s 
about face when he allowed the Jewish Agency 
to decide to follow the words of Felix Warburg 
and the American representatives on ‘the agency 
for a round table discussion leading to an amic- 
able agreement between Jew and Arab. The 
American delegation had first walked out when 
Weizmann refused to listen. 

The Congress had no right to agree to the 
British proposal. It did so, it appears now in 
the light of new revelations, at the express wish 
of Chaim Weizmann, who had agreed with the 
British Foreign office to accept partition before 
the Congress met. 

And so the World Zionist Congress by its 
one decision loses more prestige and power and 
authority than by any other single move or group 
of moves made since Herzlian Zionism. In the 
two days the vote of the Congress is disregarded, 
as it should be, and ‘the contention of Felix War- 
burg that the final decision rests with the Jew- 
ish Agency established as a principle. 

The decline of the World Zionist Congress is 
now inevitable. Henceforth its deliberations will 
be known as those of a party. When tthe wish 
of the Jews of the world in respect to Palestine 
is wanted, the World Zionist Congress will not 
be queried. The Jewish Agency without inter- 
ference will make that request known.

New York Herald Tribune Ridicules Samuel 
Dickstein—“That vigilant watcher on the outer 
wall, Representative Samuel F. Dickstein, who 
a short’ time ago foresaw an invasion by alien 
actor's, which he proposed to defeat by a quota 
system—a plan warmly ‘supported by the Minsky 
brothers, among others jealous of the welfare of 
the American stage—has discerned another peril. 
This is within the citadel itself. It consists of 
the existence in New York and New Jersey of 
“Nazi groups,” which Mr. Dickstein character- 
ized in the House of Representatives as “well 
organized, subversive, un-American spy system,” 
whose origin and activities, he said, should be 
investigated. A list of forty-six persons describ- 
ed as “expert spies and agitators” was appended. 

It is reassurring to note that while in March 
Representative Dickstein told Congress that 
Nazis were drilling in fourteen.states; and more 
than 100,000 troopers in this country had sworn 
allegiance to Hitiler, while 100 spies plotted to 
overthrow the government, the list has now de- 
clined to forty-six—a loss of 54 per cent. With 
cooler weather it may shrink still further. 

“To the unsuspecting, ‘Nazi groups,’ which 
are alleged to be subversive cells, seem too much 
addicted to songs and beer to have treasonable 
aims. Neighbors complain that they make a 
good deal of noise, but ‘that is hardly the way 
of serious conspirators. In so far as they wear 
hyphens, they are stupid and ‘short-sighted, like 
all other hyphenates; they are denying them- 


selves the best gift open for their acceptance, 
true citizenship in a great nation. But that is 
their loss, and the threat to America is not worth 
the swatting. Representative Dickstein should 
reset his spy catcher.” 

Patriarch Miron Christea, supreme leader of 
the Greek Orthodox Church of Rumania in a 
statement published in many papers throughout 
Rum@nia—“The Jews have caused an epidemic of 
corruption and social unrest. They monopolize 
the press, which, with the aid of foreign help, 
continually flays all the spiritual treasures of 
the Rumanians. One feels like crying with pity 
for the good Rumanian nation, whose very nar- 
row has been sucked from its bones by the Jews. 

To defend ourselves is a national and patriotic 
duty, not anti-Semitic. Lack of measures to get 
rid of this plague would indicate that we were 
lazy cowards who let ourselves be carried alive 
to our graves.

A History Of The 
Jews Of Indianapolis 





By HARRY DALE 
The History of The Temple 


’The auspicious start of the Tem- 
ple did not conceal signs of future 
dissension. In a Jewish commun- 
ity where various degrees of lib- 
eralism and orthodoxy existed, and 
with but a single place of wor- 
ship, internal dissension was inevit- 
able. By 1861 factional disputes 
had reduced the membership to 13 
who, realizing the need of strong 
leadership if the group was not to 
disintegrate, elected Rev. Mr. 
Moses as a Rabbi. He installed 
many liberalizing tenets and em- 
ployed a choir. Under his leader- 
ship the Temple became definitely 
Reformed. 

In 1863 Dr. Kalisch became the 
Rabbi. The membership reached 
50 and the congregation prospered. 
The need for larger quarters be- 
came pressing. The Rev. Mr. 
Wechsler for a second time became 
the Rabbi and undertook the cam- 
paign to raise funds for ‘the build- 
ing of a Temple. The following 
year a lot was purchased on East 
Market Street and the building 
completed in 1865. Financial dif- 
ficulties delayed the dedication un- 
til October 1868. The newspapers 
of the day were evidently preoccu- 
pied with ‘the national election, and 
we are unable to find any record 
of the ceremonies. 

In 1867 the Rev. Morris Mes- 
sing was elected Rabbi. Under his 
Rabbinate, the Temple membership 
grew steadily until by 1889 when 
Dr. Morris M. Feuerlicht succeed- 
ed him, there were 225 members 
with a Sunday School class of 250. 
During this time, the elaborate 
building at 11th and Delaware 
Streets was erected. 

Dr. Feuerlicht has been at the 
Temple 38 years. The history of 
the Temple these 388 years has 
been one of a steady growth, and 
the fostering of pleasanter rela- 
tions with tthe non-Jewish com- 
munity. By a policy of participat- | 
ing in non-Jewish projects, ex- 
changing pulpits, and a completely 
charitable outlook on his fellow- 
men, he has became a person of | 
high general esteem. In 1924 he) 
was named in a local newspaper | 
project as one of the ten leading | 
citizens of Indianapolis. Indianap- | 
olis Jewry is fortunate in having | 
such an outstanding representative. |
